much ra ther be remembered a s “ a bo y who flew the a ir­ 
ma il.” 
Lindbergh’s lo ne flight a cro ss the o cea n wa s o ne o f the 
supremely specta cula r fea ts in a ll histo ry . 
It wa s the per­ 
fect inca rna tio n o f the wild drea m o f the sma ll bo y . 
This 
genera tio n, a t lea st, never sa w a ny thing remo tely like it. 
Yet he lo o ks o n his service a s a n a irma il pilo t a s a thing 
much mo re wo rth co mmemo ra tio n in ma rble. 
The a irma il pilo ts do n’t get a grea t dea l o f public a tten­ 
tio n. Once in a grea t while o ne o f them gets ta ngled in a fo g 
a nd sla ps hea d-o n into a mo unta in, a nd in his dea th ma kes 
the fro nt pa ges; but fo r the mo st pa rt the a irma il pla nes go 
ba ck a nd fo rth o n their ro utes witho ut a ny trumpets to a n­ 
no unce them. 
But a via to rs genera lly seem to reco gnize the service a s the 
a risto cra cy o f fly ing. Lindbergh himself, who o ught to kno w 
wha t co nstitutes rea l a chievement in the a ir, seems to be

ALEXANDER HAMILTON 
On Jan. 11, 1757, Alexander Ham­ 
ilton, the famou s American states­ 
man, was born at Charles Town, in 
the island of Nevis, West Indies. 
At the age of 12. the fu tu re states­ 
man was placed in a cou nting hou se 
Bu t 
when he showed considerable 
literary a bilit yhe was sent to the 
English colonies on the continent tc 
continu e his edu cation 


The heart is abou t the size of the 
closed 
hand of 
the individu al to 
whom it belongs. It acts as a force 
pu mp pu mping blood abou t seventy- 
two times a minu te ou t into the big 
blood vessel, the aorta. This vessel 
roon divides into smaller vessels, and 
these in tu rn split u p in still smaller 
ones, and finally we have tiny ves­ 
sels called capillaries, 
that arc so 
small that 
the 
minu te blood cells 
have ju st room to get thru them in 
single file. The veins collect blood 
from the capillaries and retu rn it to 
the heart. Each half 
of the heart 
l^ s two chambers. 
One half takes 
care of the blood carried to the heart 
by the veins laden with waste, which 
makes the blood dark or blu ish u n­ 
der the skin. 
This is then pu mped 
to the lu ngs to be aerated and pu ri­ 
fied. The other 
half receives the 
pu rified 
bright red 
blood coming 
from the lu ngs and distribu tes it to 
all parts of the body. 
Every mu scle, every vital organ and 
especially the brain depend u pon the 
circu lation of the blood for nu trition 
and for that other important fu nc­ 
tion, the collection and disposal of 
waste material. 
The blood 
pressu re Is meant 
to 
insu re an efficient circu lation. 
Now 
there are many factors in influ encing 
the circu lation, su ch as sleep, mu scu ­ 
lar exercise, digestion 
mental work, 
the condition of the heart, the emo­ 
tional state and so forth. Certain 
mu scles du ring exercise iliu st have a 
little more blood; The proper capil­ 
laries in those organs mu st relax a 
little to let more blood thru , and the 
other capillaries 
in the body mu st 
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Hamilton distingu ished himself in 
several engagements du ring the Re­ 
volu tionary' War and acted as Wash­ 
ington's confidential secretary, at­ 
tending to mu ch of the correspond­ 
ence from headqu arters. 
Hamilton took an active part in 
the organization o fthe new govern- 
retary of the treasu ry of the United 
ment and was named the first see- 
States in 178 9.
